Last night's battle was between a 
horde, of thirst-crazed 
peasants 


goaded to frenzy, berause the city 
water supply had failed, and the 
soldiers who stood between the mob 
and the municipal palace. But the 
results were the same—buzzing bul- 
lets, groans, 
wails, 
flames and 


blood. 
FORMING OF THRONG 


Early in th evening tbe 
throng 


formed. The people 
were 
angry. 
Agitators mounted soap bozos and 
denounced' municipal 
officials 
for 


permitting the water plant to be 
flooded, which result in putting the 
city on rations—water for one hour 
daily. 
"Take over the govern mer' and 


rnu it yourselves," the speakers tola 
the crowd. "Demand the -resigna- 
tion of the city officials. Seize the 
city hall." 


The people grew more excited and 


finally began surging in the direc- 
tion of the municipal 
palace. As 


they moved along, stones crashed 
thru shop windows. Some gro i>3 
sang; others hooted and yelled. 


Approaching 
the 
palace, 
the 


throng began uttering it* war cry: 


"Agua! Agua!" (Water, water). 
Women shrieked it at the top of 


their voices. Men roared 
it 
in 


chorus. 
They gathered up sticks, 


stones and other .missiles, as they 
went along. 


The column seemed to gain mo- 


mentum as .t. advanced. 
Lights in 


windows winked out as the mutter 
ing of the mob swelled* even louder 
in the distance, heralding its ap- 
proach. 
Jazz bands in cabarets cut "off 


their dance tunes in the middle and 
the merrymakers, some scared and 
some hysterically gleeful, 
flocked 


into the street.

From leading statesmen like, Nit- 


ti, who desired such a line-up mere- 
ly as a general mattter of European 
policy, to militarists, like General 
Bencivenga, frankly want an Eng- 
lish 
alliance for the 
strength it 


give Italy in another war this de- 
mand is now coming from nearly all 
classes. 


What the precise attitude of the 


Italian government may be on the 
question is not yet clear. 


No secret Is made by the support- 


ers of this Idea of the degree of iso- 
lation which such an alliance would 
impose on France. 
But according 


lo the Italian viewpoint, that IB a 
question which regards Franco and 
not Italy. 


This general solicitation and de- 


mand for an alliance with England 
reverses completely the general pub- 
lic attitude of Italy towards Eng- 
land of before the war. Then Eng-

menace that Italy felt largely 
the 


need of alliance with Germany. 
MAUATISIE STATE 


Italy's pro-war attitude relative to 


England was this: Italy is essential- 
ly a maratima state, a slate with 
very low natural resources and raw 
material, and a complete absence of 
native deposits of coal. Hence Italy's 
existence depends upon her mara- 
time commerce and contact 
with 


the rest of the world. But with Eng- 
land controlling both entrances and 
outlets of the Mediterranean, name- 
ly Gihralter and Suez, she could on 
H moment's notice bottle up Italy in 
the Mediterranean, cut her off from 
all foreign sources of supplies, nml 
thUB reduce her to starvation and 
submission wltuin a few weeks. 


Hence Italy's pre-war distrust or 
England. 


Since the war Italy sees things 


from a different viewpoint. 
She 


fcelB that other nations—no mat- 
ter how great they may be—have 
need of her Just as she has need of 
them-and so she is frankly looking 
around for the best place lo make 
an alliance. 


As Europe stands today, 
with 


Germany and Russia out of the run-1 
nlng for a long time to come, Italy'K 
field of action is pretty much limited ! 
to France and England.

chosen the latter. Italy is very dis-< 
trustful of France and a latent rac- 
ial, political psychological antipathy 
e&ais which can never be overcome.

Have We Left France 


the Lurch"? 


.After the Armistice did America forget the high resolves and purposes with which 


we entered the World War? Did we leave our Allies, especially France "in the lurch"? 
In consequence of our attitude, is Germany in alliance with Russia and Turkey, confiden- 
tially preparing for a new attack upon France and the "Peace" of the World? The 
recent speeches by Mr. Clemenceau in this country confront us with these disturbing 
questions, 
"In the Armistice, in the Treaty and all that followed, there was a. great 


share of pure American work," he reminded his hearers in New York. But "you left, 
after the contract was finished, and you told us to execute it as we might.1 And you 
were wrong in that. You broke ail the organs of economic solidarity. If we had known 
that for three years the thing that was guaranteed to us (reparations) was not coming to 
us, we would have gone to Berlin," he declared. 


The leading article in The" Literary Digest this week presents the reaction of the 


American press to the appeals and charges made by the "Tiger of France," Georges 
Clemenceau.

This 


question has caused many worries 
to the college presidents. It is ot 
vital interest to all of those who are 
interested in the 
advancement of 


public education in our colleges and 
universities. I would like to put in 
a good word in favor of the college 
athlete: I believe that the athletes 
In the American colleges of today 
have proved that they are a very im- 
portant cog in the school life. 


Now it is not my intention to in- 


fer that athletics ars ag important 
as the academic program, but they 
do help to promote an interest in 
the class work. 
Nowadays nearly 
all of the schools require their ath- 
letes to have a certain high schol- 
astic standing before they are eligi- 
ble for a contest. This, of course, 
helps to keep the student's interest 
in his work up to a higher point. It 
is mighty 
hard on a good man to 


have to stay out of a contest on ac- 
count of low grades and the ones 
who amount to anything at all will 
work their 'heads off just to keep 
off the delinquent list. 


Many wil! advance the argument 


that he will not have time to spend 
many hours on his studies after giv- 
ing so much tine to the work on the 
field. 
But it you will notice the 


scholastic records made by the ma- 
jority of the noted athletes you will 
find that their class 
work 
is far 


above 'tbe average. 
During my tour years at Centre 


College there were two of our star 
footbal players who graduated as 
valedictorians of their classes. The 
scholastic standing of our team was 
above tbe average as compared with 
that of other 
organizations.
